"At the time silver was demonetized 


we had discovered vast deposits of sil- 
ver ore in the Western territories, and 
soon would have been able to resume 
specie payments without the ordeal 
through which we passed from 1873 to 
1879. 
From the time of the demoiiet 


izatiou of silver to the present time the 
price of silver bullion has been going 
down. 
In 
1873 it was worth par. 


while today it is worth 7f)>£ cents on 
the dollar. 
The partial restoration of 


coinage in 1877 gave some relief of the 
debtor classes by supplying about 24,- 
000,000 of money per annum, but the

by. 


The Press has been trying to bolster 


up its circulation and has been resorting 


• to various schemes to lure the country 
people into subscribing for the paper. 
Lately they have fixed up a new scheme 
to collect and hold subscribers. 
They 


bought a couple of stoves of John Neill 
and placed thorn on exhibition in the 
Press office. 
In this week's issue of 


the paper they announced that every 
subscriber who would pay up, in fall, 
and pay one year in advance, would be 
entitled to one ticket on the stoves. 
All the tickets thus given out would be 
placed in a hat about Christmas time 
and the stoves chanced off. In this 
way they proposed to give a couple of 
subscribers a nice stove for a Christ- 
mas present. 


In some way the news of the pro- 


posed scheme got noised around, and 
some person, or persons, called the at- 
tention of Postmaster Jones to the 
affair and wanted to know if it was 
not a violation of the postal laws. Mr. 
Jonea looked the matter up and was of 
the opinion that it came under the 
lottery 
regulations. 
However, 
he 


mailed a copy of the paper to the chief 
inspector in Cincinnati, and that gen- 
tleman was to telegraph an opinion to- 
day. 
In the meantime, Postmaster 


Jones held the entire issue of the Press 
in the post-office. 


This morning the publishers of the 


Press got their edition from the post-,-; 
office aud cut the objectionable adver^j 
tisemeut out. 
With this vacant space,1, 


the Press was then mailed to subscrib- 
ers. For the present, the readers of the 
Press will be in ignorance of the great 
chance to get something . for nothing 
that awaits them. 


In the event of the chief inspector 


and superintendent of the mail service 
finding that the matter comes under 
the lottery laws, the Press may be 
caused some trouble aud inconveni- 
ence. 
It is not at all likely, however.

THIRinJY.—The effect of the apprecia- 


tion of gold on debts, 
la 1800 we owed litt'e or no debt 


abroad. From 1845 to 1860 our mer- 
chandise imports exceeded our exports 
by $388,070,491;but our exports of gold 
and silver, coin and bullion, for the 
«ame pfriod, exceeded the imports of 
gold aud silver by $411,183,100, leaving 
a nomi nal balance in our favor for this 
perioi of $33,112,609. Prior to I860, 75 
per ceut. of the traffic to and from the 
United States was carried in American 
vessels, so that we were not in debt on 
this Recount, and before 1860 
compara- 


tively little was expended 
by Ameri- 


cans traveling in foreign 
countries. 


Hence, it is safe to assume that in I860 
our debt abroad was insigni6cant,if any 
at all existed. 


Our present debt, therefore, has ac- 


cumulated since 1860. 
It really began 


in lSi52'3, and grew rapidly from 1865 
to 1S69, and has continued to increase 
ever since. In 1869 Mr. David

Wells.tuen Special Commissioner of the 
Revenue, estimated our entire debt 
abroad at §1,405,500,000, made up as 
follows:

our debt abroad iu 1869, instead of 
$1,500,000,000 as given by Prof. Cairnes 
or $1,465,500,000, as stated by Mr. 
Wells. 


Mr. Wells took the estimate of Jay 


Cooke & Co., as to the amount of Gov- 
ernment bonds at that time held in Eu- 
rope, and took his other amount?,partly 
from known holdings in Europe and 
partlv from estimates made by exports. 
Nevertheless, it is difficult to see how so 
large a debt abroad could have ac- 
cumulated during the period under con- 
sideration without having more to show 
for it in the way of imports, or capital 
in some form. 


One thing, however, has not so far 


been taken into account, and that is the 
price at which our bonds and other 
securities were sold abroad. 
It is well 


known that the first sales of Govern- 
ment bonds in Europe was at very low

He estimated the interest on this debt 


at sSO,000,000 the cost of the carrying 
trade at that date at §24,000,000 a year, 
and expenditures of Americans in for- 


rates in .gold, and all the figures above 
given are in terms of gold. 
The first

50 cents in gold, and! large blocks of 
them at from 50 to 60 cants on the 
dollar,and it is doubtful if thefirst$500,- 
000,000 that went out of the country 
brought over GG per cent, of their face 
in gold. it GG£ per cent, it would have 
taken £1,500,000,000 of bonds to pay 
$1,000.000,000 of debt. 
At any rate, it 


may be safely assumed that the Gjvern- 
meut bonds and other securities that 
went to balance this amount did not 
bring in gold more than 75 per cent, of 
their face value. 
On this assumption it 


would have taken §1,333,000,000 in 
bonds to offset the debt of 81,000,000,- 


000. 
But possibly §50,000,000 a year 


from 1860 to 1869 may bs a large esti- 
mate for the coat of carrying trade and 
the expenditures of American travelers 
abroad, and if this estimate, and the in- 
terest., be reduced by $100,000,000, we 
would then have an actual debt of 
$900,000,000 standing against us in 
1869, which had been balanced by bonds 
and other securities at an average price 


which they are carried, and is various- 
ly estimated at from S to 20 per cent, of 
the value of the cargoes. 
Tho usual es- 


timate, however, for freight, insruauce, 
commissions, etc., is 12 to 15 per cent, 
of the cargo. 
But if for the whole of 


the period from I860 to 1S95 we put it 
at 12 per ceut., it must certainly be con- 
sidered within bounds. This will bring 
the cost to the United States of car- 
riage in I'oreigu vessels, for the period, 
up to $2,500.000,000, or . a little more 
than the entire value of the excess of 
exports, including exports of gold and 
silver, for the same period. la other 
words, during this period we did not 
quite pay by exports, including exp >rts 
of specie, the cose of the carrying trade, 
leaving all other charges to accumulate 
as debt. Nor does this estimate make 
the cost of the carryiug trade quite as 
much as Mr. Heidelbich makes it now, 
while Mr. William W. Bates aud others 
put, it considerably higher.

Wells, from expert testimony, placed at

assume that an average of §50,000,000 i 
year was spent in this way during th' 
twenty-six years under consideration 
the estimate will, no doubt, be though 
a conservative one. 


Mr. Wells and Professor Cairne 


counted interest in 1869 at 6 per cent, 
while it is usually taken now at 4 per 
cent. In this paper 5 per cent, is taken 
as the average for the period from 1869 
to 1895.

000 more as profits on foreign invest- 
ments in this country, making $150,- 
"00,000 as the sum now required to pay 
interest and dividends on foreign invest- 
ments in the United States.

interest at 4 per cent., this would indi- 
cate a total debt of nearly $4,000,000,- 


'JOi.i. Mr. Heidelbach 
also estimates 


wat American travelers now spend 
abroad annually $100,000,000, and that 


in gold of not exceeding 75 per cent, of 
their face value, whiuh would show a 
total debt in 1869 of $1,200,000,000. 


Let us next take the period from 18G9 


to June 30, 1895, and if we start out at 
the beginning of this period with a debt 
abroad of $1,200,000,000, instead of the 
estimates of Mr. Wells, Prof. Cairnes, 
and others made at the time, of from 
$1,465,500,000 
to $1,500,000,000, we 


shall not at any rate appear extravagant. 


Mr. Heidelbach gives data to tell us 


on what he baaed the estimates he gave 
in the Forum nor are we aware of any 
other estimates that do presume to 
build upon any rational data. We can 
only proceed, therefore, upon the same 
kind of data as that used as the basis 
for the period from 1860 to 1869 whioh 
was taken as the first period because of 
the attempt made by Mr. Wells and 
others to arrive at the true amount of 
our debt abroad at that time.

This is a startling mm, and especially 


is the manner of its accumulation not 
only startling, but it ought at once to 
awaken the whole country to the danger 
of allowing the debt, whatever it may be 
to go on accumulating in this way any 
longer.

Some further explanation may be nec- 


essary before proceeding to the state- 
ment of the account against the United 
States. In the fisrt place, while in 1845, 
81 per cent, of the carrying trade be- 
tween the United States and other 
countries was in American vessels, but 
33 per cent, was carried in American 
vessels in 1869, and buc 12 per cent, in

dise than we have imported. We have 
simply sold new securities to cover in- 
terest aud other unpaid charges; that is, 
we have given new notes instead of pay- 
ing what we owed either in commodi?

estimated by Mr. Wells

The most serious consequence of hav- 


ing to pay sufeh an annual tribute of 
$400,000,000 is, that it must be paid in 
gold,or in commodities at prices enough 
below the prices ot other countries to 
induce our creditors to take of us com- 
modities rather than demand gold. Aud 
iu fixing the prices of products with 
which we pay this debt, we must com- 
pete with all the other debtor countries, 
including the British colonies, who also 
owe large sums in England. 


Nor is it possible to escape this com- 


petition by protective tariffs. 
As Mill 


and Cairnes have shown, no debtor na- 
tion can make protection effective to 
raise prices or to keep up wages. 


How long is this increase of debt to 


go on'? As shown above, we have in- 
creased our debt abroad by $269,000,- 
000 in the last year. 
We have in- 


creased in about the same time our 
notional debt by the issue of $162,000,- 
000 of Government bonds, and futther 
issues are certain to come unless the 
price level of commodities is forced 
down low enough to enable us to pay 
what we owe with commodities instead 
of gold, and as prices fall, more and 
more in quantity is required.
